an Outbreak Occur. 

GALVeEsTON, Tex., Sept. 16.—[Speclal.!— 


A Longview dispatch to the News says since 
and before the negro troubles at Marshall 
rumors have been current each day bringing 
darker reports of the action on the part of | 
the colored population of this city and 
vicinity looking to the use of force to re 
gain possession of their rights. What 
rights are referred to no one can surmise. 
Signal guns are fired by them every night at 
8:30, and a gathering of their claus immedi- 
ately follows. Great excitement exists in 
the city and vicinity of Freedman’s Ridge, 
which is inhabited entirely by 
negroes. One druggist has sold his 
entire stock of forty-four calibre cartridges 
‘to colored men in the last three weeks. The 
hardware stores report nearly the same. 
Nearly all the forty-four calibre cartridges, 
powder, and buckshot in the city have been 
bought up by the negroes. Reports are 
brought in from all sources of midnight 
meetings and drillings by negroes, and that 
at their meetings violent speeches threaten- 
ing arson, rapine, and murder are uttered to 
those who at least do not dissent. Some 
white families bide at night outside of their 


dwellings, and a number of ladies Have come 
into the city to stay. 


A meeting of white citizens was held last 


evening, at which a number of colored men 
were present, and were emphatically told 
that should anything occur as rumored to 
take piace not acolored person would be left 
alive. in response the negroes said that 
although a small number of darkies had 
made some threats and acted very foolishly 
they would see that notbing should occur to” 
mar the good feeling between the races. 
Owing to the excitement among the negroes 
after the report of the determination of 
the whites to leave none of them alive should 
trouble break out, many servants begged 


ave to stop in the apartments of the whites.

JOSEPH ARCH’S PLAN. 

Sir William Armstrong, a well-known En- 
glish scientific man, in an address before 
one of the learned societies of London re- 
cently called attention to the continued 
growth of the British population, and startled 
his audience and the whole country by de- 
claring that if the rate of increase was main- 
tained for many decades to come legislation 
to limit it would be found absolutely neces- 
sary. England and Wales, with an area not 
much greater than that of Illinois, have a 
population nearly nine times as great— 
26,000,000. This is an enormous number to 
crowd into a country of 58,000 square miles. 
But the people are not permitted to spread 
over the whole country. From about 12,000 
square miles, more than one-fifth of the 
whole, they are as completely shut out as 
from Paradise. This one-fifth consists of 
the demesnes and sheep-walks of the 
feudal owners, royal parks and forests, 
grouse moors, and game preserves.. Large 
stretches of country in the southwestern 
and northern portions of England, among the 
Welsh mountains, and in the lake regions are 
kept ia a state of artificial unproductiveness, 
so to speak, so that the feudal owners may 
enjoy themselves shooting the game which 
there find covert, or contemplating the 
picturesqueness. Even in the districts 
under cultivation the tendency 1s toward 
consolidation of farms, reducing the number 
of dwellmes, and, of course, the number of 
inhabitaats. It is easier for landlords to col- 
lect rents from a dozen large farmers than 
from 100 small ones. The result is, that tne 
people are driven to the towns and mining 
districts, where they are crowded, and thou- 
sands of them fester and die of lack of 
light and air. And Sir William Armstrong 
and the statistical theorists of the aristocracy 
cry out that laws must be passed to check 


the further natural increase of the people, 


and philanthropists colonists recommend 
assisted emigration to Australia and Canada. 

The people themselves are beginning to 
think about, these matters. They would 
doubtless resist the enforcement of Sir Will- 
jam Armstrong’s proposals ifeany Govern- 
ment could devise a scheme embodying them, 
and should attempt tocarry them out; and they 
have no fancy for assisted emigration. They 
will emigrate if they choose. They do not 
like the idea of being shipped off like galley 
slaves or cattle. They may have been told by 
the intelligent among them that though the 
population of Engfand is dense, though there 
are a great many people to the square mile, 
there are countries not as productive as En- 
land, not as rich in mineral and manufact- 
ing, resources which support in comfort much 
larger populations, comparatively speaking. 
Belgium, for instance, has nearly 500 people 
to the square mile; England and Wales 
have not 450. There is no complaint 
in Belgium about overpopulation. The 
people are happy, prosperous, and con- 
tented. A brief examination shows that 
this state of things arises from the 
fact that the country belongs to the peo- 
pie and not to a privileged few—that nearly 
every square inch of ground is under culti- 
vation. Notan acre is reserved for grouse 
moor, or deer mountain, sheep walk, or bul- 
lock range. With the exception of the town 
parks and town lots, the roads and the rivers, 
the whole area of Belgium is under crops or 
pasturage. The English are beginning to 
ask themselves, Why should not every acre of 
England be under cultivation? Why should 
men and women be driven to rot in the towns 
while millions of acres that could be made 
bloom and yield abundantly and where 
happy homes might be are reserved for sport- 
ing purposes? The English masses are slow 


* 
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to net, out, when they are roused they are 
desperate, as the cavaliers found once upon 
a time. They are being now roused to a 
full appreciation of their circumstances. 
That astute gentleman, Joseph Arch, whom 
the very able politician, Mr. Joseph Cham- 
berlain, spoke so kindly and complimentarily 


of at Birmingham two months ago, has been 


educating his fellow-workingmen. The re- 
sult of his labors were apparent at the meet- 
ing of the trades-union congress Thursday, 
when it was resolved unanimously that the 
waste and uncultivated lands belong to the 
State, and that there must be radical changes 
in the agricultural laws in order that the 
country may be cultivated for the benefit of 
the whole people, and not farmed and pre- 
served for the benefit of the few. There is 
something significant abeut the place of 
meeting. The resolutions adopted are a 


warning of what may follow. It ts certain 


that Joseph Arch’s plans will receive more 
support than Sir William Armstrong’s. 


DRIVING THE “LAST” SPIKE. 
When Henry Villard was a poor young 
law student in a country town in Lilinois he 
could hardly have dreamed he would 
one day in the presence of guests summoned 
from two continents celebrate a great per- 


sonal triumph by driving the last spike 


of the Northern Pacific. He declared that 
such a result had been reached only after 
many disappointments and a long siege of 
brain and nerve exhausting effort. It repre- 
sented the triumph of a high ambition, and 
in its way was a victory not less glorious 
than manyof war. Villard spoke of it asa 
personal ambition completed in the face of 
many disappointments and much disaster. 
At last he drove the “ golden” spike, was 
crowned a “railroad king,” and no man 
could dispute kis perfect victory. 

ther men have their visions of great 
projects that end in the driving of a last 
spike. Always it is just before them, but 
they never reach it, The man who has 
gained a good position wants a better, and he 
who has made one fortune longs for more, 
or has other restless hopes. This year or next 
will bring the opportunity to drive the last 
spike, and ever after rest in a well-feathered 
nest. And if it be possible for the greed for 
gain to be sated, then other desires spring up, 
and “hope lures onward with uplifted 
hands.” Even Jay Gould declares that 
his avarice has been satisfied, but this 
was no sooner accomplished than he was 
tormented with hopes that spurred him 
on to see what could be done by. great 
schemes of consolidation. So in the 
hundred schemes of business and the 
thousand romances of the heart men 
hurry on, dreaming and hoping that some 
lucky chance will aid them to drive the 
golden spike of a perfeet victory, and then 
forever cease from trouble. 

But when Villard drove the “ last spike 
of the Northern Pacific it was only to gain new 
responsibilities. The work of building was 
ever and the task of management and opera- 
tion begun. The victory came not as the end 
of toil but as the beginning of a new activity. 


Indeed it was only because it opened an era 


of greater toils and labors that the event was 
worthy of any public celebration, and even 


the builders of the .road must now work to. 


make it pay well and see that the promises of 
investment are made good. So does 
ry achievment bring with it a new meas- 
ure of responsibility and make the burden of 
each day sufficient unto its gain. Wisely has 
it been said that a nobleman rolling by in his 
chariot and the beggar under the hedge have 
different means but probably much the same 
quality of happiness. 

In all spheres of activity men are influ- 
enced by the hope of making a lucky strike. 
But it is an influence too shadowy and vague 
to support the real business of life. Dreams 
of castles in Spain orof driving some golden 
spike to fasten an ambition or an affection 
may do for the hours half-way between 


nish an appetite for the labors of the day. 
Necessities are better than dreams. Along 
the line of every work the little spikes that 
must be driven day by day are more impor- 
tant than the golden one the imagination 
pictures. The necessities of mankind for- 
ward the work of the world and hold men in 
their places. If everybody was rich nobody 
would work, and if ambitions were all satis- 
fied decay would begin. 7 

And so men crowd along under the press- 
ure of their needs and the inspiration of 
their hopes in a strange medley. Between 
their immediate wants and their hopes of 
the future they hurry forward in intensely 
busy occupation, and have little time to ask 
what it all means. Like children at play, 
“some are strufuming on drums and making 
a great noise in the world; others wearing 
wigs and looking wise; until sleep comes 
and the gentle mother, Death, hushes all that 
strife of drums and tongues, the quarreling, 
atid striving, and anxiety.” But the dream 
that is symbolized in the driving of the“ last“ 
spike does not end until the fitful fever is 
over.

AGRARIAN AGITATION IN ENGLAND. 

The English and Scotch farmers are not 
satisfied with the Agricultural-Holdings act 
passed at the last session of Parliament. 
They are preparing to open an aggressive 
campaign against landlordism. The Farm- 
ers’ Alliance, which has hitherto had a 
dreamy kind of existence, is being put into 
. and shows a disposition to take nold of 


atters in earnest. At a meeting of the organ- 


ization held since the adjournment of Parlia- 
ment, it was resolved to send pamphlets and 
circulars to every farmer in Great Britain 
explaining the votes of members représent 
ing rural constituencies on the Agricultural- 
Holdings act, and also a paper by Mr. James 
Howard, M. P., an ex-President of the asso- 
ciation, on the attitude of the Tory party 
towards the farmers. It was further deter- 
mined to send representatives of the alliance 
to the United States and France, for the pur- 
pose of examining into the American and 
French systems of tenure and farming. This 
indicates that the alliance means work. Mr. 
Borlase, M. P., President of the organization 
for one of the divisions of Cornwall, arrived 
in this country during last week. Mr. 
Alfred Bath, a member of the general com- 
mittee, has been here for some time. 
The objects of the association are to secure 
representation of the farmers in Parliament; 
compensation for improvements by way of 
security for the capital invested in the culti- 
vation. of holdings; easier modes of trans- 
ferring land; the abolition of hampering re- 
strictions in leages; county government in 
which the farmers shall be fully represented; 
and “the redemption of the land from the 
burden of extraordinary tithe charges and 
the readjustment of ordinary tithes.” This 
isa moderate program, and there is little 
doubt that all the principal features will be 
embodied in legislation before many. years 
if the alliance works with zeal and energy. 
The greatest obstacle tothe progress of 
the movement is the stupidity of the farming 
classes in England. They are proverbially 
sluggish, stolid, and inert. Most of them are 
uneducated to the extent of illiteracy. The 
landlords control them easily by granting 
small concessions and favors, and by 
getting themseives enrolled members of 
clubs and associations which they can easily 
manage. The landiords also practically 
“boycott” the members of the alliance, treat- 
ing them as dangerous characters. Mr. 
Forster's Education act and the “Board” 


| schools are fast dispelling the miasma of 


* 


waking and sleeping, but they will not fur- 


the exactions of the landlords and the Episco- 

pal clergymen have become so burdensome 
that they can scarcely be borne since Ameri- 
can competition has assumed such consider- 

able proportions. The extraordinary tithe 
charges are particularly obnoxious, and a 
general strike against them is threatened. 

In the County of Kent about two weeks ago 
a number of farmers allowed their grain- 

stacks to be sold at auction rather than pay 

them. This form of protest is evidently 
‘borrowed from the Irish Land League, and 

this is sufficient evidence of the odi- 

ous character of the charges, which 

are described by the alliance as having 

proved to be an injurious tax on en- 

terprise. These charges, Mr. Bath explains, 

are from $5 to $7.50 per acre upon fruit. 

vegetables, and hops in addition to the @rdi- 
nary tithes, which are about $2 peracre. It 
is the intention of the law that the landlord 
shall pay but he has managed to push 

them on tenant, in addition to many. 
other burdens and taxes. Few farms can 

be “ hired,” except on the condition that the 
tenant shall pay all the tithe and other 
charges. 

*The alliance has now branches in all parts 
of England and Scotland, and is being gradu- 
ally extended, Its general committee in- 
cludes some of the most successful farmers 

of Great Britain and about a dozen members 

of Parliament, three of whom—Messrs. 

Samuelson, Borlase, and Barclay—(the latter 
the President of the Scotch branch) are now 
-in the United States. The members of the 
alliance hope greatly to increase their par- 

liamentary representation at the general 


elections. 
NO ROOM FOR REFORMERS IN THE DEM- 
OCRATIC PARTY. 

Senator George II. Pendleton of Ohio 
committed an unpardonable offense against 
the principles and polity of the Democratic 
party in Ohio when he introduced the Civil- 
Service Reform bill in the United States 
Senate. By his action then he: practically 
pluced himself outside the party lines, in- 
curred the displeasure of nine-tenths of all 
the Democrats in tne country and of all the 
Democratic party managers. Had he con- 
fined his efforts to speeches and resolutions 
at conventions and elsewhere in favor of 


“reform,” he might have been forgiven. In- | 


deed, hypocrisy of that kind is quite in line 


with the policy of his party. But he had the | 


hardihood to give effect to his views by in- 
troducing the bili which the Republican ma- 
jority in the Senate passed into law, and 
which, notwithstanding many shortcomings 
and drawbacks, is working , apd needs 
but slight amendment to make it com- 
pletely satisfactory. For his part in 
introducing and passing this /meas- 
sure Mr. Pendleton has incurred the ever- 
lasting displeasure of the spoilsmen. He 
has been denounced as a traitor and a rena- 
gude, and the flat has gone forth that after 
the expiration of his present term the Demo- 
cratic party shall know him no more save as 
a recreant. 

The whole Democratic machinery in his 
own State is being used to injure him. The 
principal Democratic organ has come out 
flat-footed against him and demands his ex- 
puision from the party. In the course of a 
three-column double-leaded editorial the 
Cincinnati Enquirer recently said: 

Mr. Pendleton is not a Democrat. He has not 
a sentiment in sympathy with the masses of the 
toiling [] people who compose the great major- 
ity ot the Democratic party; 

And the Enquirer plainly states why it 


does not consider Mr. Pendleton a Democrat. 


When he introguced the Civil-Service bill, it 
says, / 
He knew that 99 per cent of his Democratic. 


constituency were o to any such class 
legislation. 

Of course he ought to have known it. Did 
not the Democrats of the Ohio Legislature 
denounce it? Did not the Lnquirer itself, 
the principal organ of the party in his State, 
ridicule it? Did not Senators Brown and 
Voorhees, faithful and loyal Democrats, 
condemn it and assail Pendleton for having 
introduced it; and did not the Democratic 
‘Senators generally oppose it? Is it nota 
well-known fact that the bill would never 
have become law had not the Republicans 
made ita party measure and determined in 
caucus heartily to support it ? 

Some Democratic. editors, unacquainted 
with the real sentiments of the party on this 
question before they consulted the mana- 
gers, began to claim credit for the measure 
because Senator Pendleton introduced it. 
“They have since been made to understand 
that such claims were foolish and absurd. 
The simon-pure organs have denounced the 
measure as asham and an obstruction to the 
Democracy. Its passage has had the effect 
of lessening the enthusiasm of the rank and 
file, who want the offices and who demand, 
with Mr. Dana, that the efficient incumbents 


shall be “turned out” to make way for | 


them. The only inspiring motive of the 
Bourbons is the hope of office. Any person 
who could do as Pendleton did—contrive to 
make merit, efficiency, and intelligence the 
basis of admission thereto—is regarded and 
will be ever regarded by the organized ap- 
petite as an “ out-and-out traitor” and “ an 
obstruction and a drag —a man who “does 
his utmost to bring confusion and destruc- 
tion on the party.“

| NORTHERN AND SOUTHERN DEMOCRAT- 
IC MACHINES.

In Massachusetts, in 
New York, in Ohio, and in every other State 
where there is to be an election this fall, the 
leadefs are so impressed with the certainty 
that the spoils are within reach that they are 
openly and shamelesly wrangling with each 
other and hitting heads as indiscriminately 
as visitorfat a Donnybrook Fair. The scrim- 
mage bas grown so fast and furious that the 
more decent and peaceable members of the 
party are openly rebuking the termagants 
and displaying their disgust in no meas- 
ured terms. Prominent in these protests are 
the Southern newspapers, which are inde- 
pendent enough to speak out boldly. Among 
these is the Charleston News and Courier, 
which, speaking of the Ohio caterwauling, 
says: 

It is not to be expected that icans alone 
shall rise in rebellion against the political ma- 
chine. Democrats cannot applaud the revolt 
which elected Cleveland in New York and Pat- 
tison in Pennsylvania and then reprobate the 
refusal of Outo Democrats to be bound by nom- 
inations which they believe to have been made 
corruptiy.

And in the Northern 
and Western States a wholesome lesson can be 
safely taught, and shouid be taught, when there 
is need of it—even at the price that was paid 
under similar circumstances by the anti-ma- 
chine Republicans in New York and Pennsy!- ) 
vania. machine is useful as a servant, but 
is unendurable as a master. 


Upon general principles there is much 
sound sense in the suggestions of the News 
and Courier, but it overlooks one impor- 
tant distinction between Northern and South- 
ern Democracy. The Southern Bourbons 
are united. They do not allow Republicans 
to vote to any great extent. Hence they pre- 
sent a solid front and have everything their 
Own way, and there is no occasion for 
wrangling, while Northern Democrats are 
not united, and have no issue to bind them 
together. From this point of view, there- 
fore, they may claiu some immunity from 
the sweeving criticism of the Southerners. 
Bat talking of machines, how is it with the 
peculiar machine used in the South? On 


this point Col. Cash, of South Carolina, may 


experience. He is a Southern Democrat in 
whom there is no guile. He was born in 
South Carolina. He was a member of the 
Legislature before the War. He was a Colo- 
nel in the Confederate service during the 
War, and more than that his Southerness is 
ready at any time to be vindicated according 
to the code. He may, therefore, be set down 
as a typical Southerner. He has been 
through the machine, and came out so small 
that he is moved to quit Bourbonism, and 
these are the reasons lie gives: 

I toung I could not act longer with them ond 
be an honest man. In my State the leaders 
the party pave become so corrupt, dishonest, 
and savage that they have forfeited every claim 
on decent, peace-loving, patriotic citizens. They 
dau ve grossly violated every pledge made in 1876. 
They do not ard their most sacred oaths nor 
bu ve any consideration for the rights of any- 
body. v appear to think and care for notb- 
ing except to get and boid office, regaraiess of 
the diabolical and murderous methods they 
have to adopt to secure that end. They seem to 
be utterly unconscious that their mad career is 
fast carrying the State into a vorvex of distress 
and ruin. Honestly speaking, we have no elec- 
tions at all. The pretenses of elections with us 
are not entitled to the dignity of being called 
farces. They are nothing more than a mockery 
of honest civilized voting. 


He also gives a description of the machine 
itself, which, it will be observed, is much 
more complete and in better working order 
than the Northern one.

All that the News and Courier has to say 
about the Northern machine is admirable, 
but How about this Southern machine? 
Why is it not unendurable as a master in 
South Carolina? The Northern machine 
only grinds up Democrats occasionally, and 
cannot prevent Republicans from voting. It 
cannot disfranchise thousands of voters. It 


cannot terrorize and kill. It cannot drive its 


opponents away from their homes and their 
business. Here and there it can cheat, but 


it cannot do the business of swindling and 


ballot-box stuffing by wholesale. The South- 
ern machine cau do all these things, and has 
been doing them for some years past. Bad as 
the Northern machine may be, it is harmless 
enough when compared with the Southern, 
for it has not yet discovered how to nullify 
elections and reverse majorities throughout 
entire States. If the News and Courier is 
honest, and wants to rise in rebellion against 
a machine, why doesn’t it commence smash- 
ing up the Southern one?

Dakota, said that he was beginning to think 
it was true, as Democratic brethren had 
charged against him, that in joining this 
movement for Statehood he was simply a 
cat’s-paw to draw out the chestnuts for the 
Republican monkey. 
PROPOSED COMPROMISE. 

The proceedings today have been so com-, 
plicated as well as so exciting that it was al- 
most impossible to chronicle them in any 
regular order. The difficulty in which the 
convention is placed is this: Dakota is very 
largely Republican, but if admitted it must 
be by a Democratic Congress. Now, to 
avoid the objection that the admission of Da-

VIEWS OF COMMISSIONER COFFIN. 
Des Mornss, Ia., Sept. 16.— [Special.] — 
Railway Commissioner Coffin, who has just 


made a trip from Des Moines into Southern 


Minnesota, writes as follows concerning the 
extent of damage done to corn by the late 
frosts, his letter being written from Manka- 
to, Minn. He says: Ican give you the re- 
sult of my observations in coming from Des 
Moines to this place over the Chicago & 
Northwestern Railroad via Ames, Webster 
City, Eagle Grove, and Algona. From De 
Moines to Webster City the corn is injured 
but very little. Five per cent will cover the 
entire loss, and it may not exceed 
2 per cent. From Webster City to 
Algona the injury is far greater, 
and will range from 20 to 50 per cent, but it 
must be borne in mind that there is at least 
twenty times-as many acres planted to corn 
between Des Moines and Webster City as 
there is north of the latter city up to Algona. 
But little damage was done from Algona to 
the State line. except where Kansas and 
Nebraska seed was used. But very slight 
injury was done to the fields along the line 
of the Northwestern. Neither the stalk nor 
the husks were frozen to any extent, and as 
far as I can learn the western part of the 


State has escaped wonderfully. All over 
this portion of the State there is 20 per cent 
more and better corn than last year. In 
running over the Des Moines & Fort Dodge 
Road on the west side of the Des Moines 
River, and over the Northwestern on the 
eastern side, | think that the corn crop be-

MARINE NEWS. 


An Interesting Bit of Marine History as 
Given by an Old Sieamboat 
Captain. : 


Known and Highly-Esteemed 
The Schooner Pensaukee Released Blow 


on the Lakes — A Waterlogged 
Schooner. 


A Veteran Satior, 

Free Press. Capt. Harry Whitaker, 
the Nestor of steamboatmen, is stili living in 
Detroit, in the enjoyment of a greem old age, 
having reached 82 years, with his eye yet beam- 
ing with all its olden fire. In one sense he bas 
doubtiess*een the most su ul man that 
ever trod a deck. He has comm consecu- 
tively no fewer than eighteen steamers, though, 
of course, some of them only briefly, yet he has 
never lost a hun life or a pound of 
freight. Such a record it is impossible 
to surpass, and in the nature of things 
it would be next to impossible to equal 
it. These and other facts that might 
be set forth sufhciently attest bis skill as a nav- 
“gator. His memories comprise well-vigh a full 
history of steamboatt on the lakes. pt. 
Whitaker states that came on the lakes in 
1809, and was in Buffalo during the war, when 
. the tawn was burned. His first mariae service 
" was on the sloop Huntington at $a month. lu 
1821 he was wneelsman on the Walk -in-the- 
Watt, and in 1824 he commanded the schooner 
Macedonia, and in 1828 the steamers Peacock 
and Pioneer, both temporarily, by way of re- 
These were the first boats ever 


commanded by bim. At that. period an entire 
week was required to make the round 
trip between Buffalo and Detroit. The

He sold out his interest in the 
barge line to ex-Senator T. W. Ferry, and after- 
wards became involved in the tinancinu! troubles 
which characterized that gentieman’s affairs 
last winter. Despite every effort to regain his 
beaith Capt. Furlong continued to rapidly de- 

cline, bis disease having developed into a pro- 
noun case of quick consumption. He bad 
for several months ome resigned to the fact 
that be must soon end his earthiy career, and 
seemed to look forward with pleasant anticipa- 
tion to the time when his suffering would cease.
